The strong attitude taken by the 
Rev. Dr. Shields against modern- 
istic tendencies in the Baptist de- 
nomination and Baptist institutions 
has brought thhim into the limelight 
in religious circles particularly dur- 
ing the last few years. Despite the 
secession of some 840 members 
from the Church of which he is now 
pastor, Dr. Shields pointed out iast 
night that his congregation now 
comprised the largest Baptist mem- 
bership in the Dominion. 

“Christianity was founded in 
controversy,” declared Dr, Shields 
He pointed out, however, that the 
request for tolerancy was only 
heard in tthe realms of jreligion, 
and although a man was only 
worthy of office when he had the 
desire to please men so far as was 
legitimately possible, a preacher 
was bound by his faith 

Refers to Book 

Referring to a passage in a book 
written by Professor I. G Mat- 
thews, who questioned the historical 
existence of Christ and declared 
that “concel ivably—but to my mind, 
tragic: Christianity might sup- 
Plant Jesus,” Dr. Shields emphasiz- 
ed the fact that Christianity was 
Christ, and that {f Christ was elim- 
fated, Christianity would take its 
place amongst anclent mythology. 

That the world was suffering 
from a plague of religious pacifi 
ism, and that some followers of re- 
ligion were of the opinion that 
Christianity consists of peace nt 
any price, was the contention of Dr 
Shields. “Christ is the King of 
Salem,” he said, “but he is the 
King of Righteousness too, and first 
of all comes righteousness, and then 
peace.” 

Speaking of those who examined 
the Bible as a piece of literature, 
Dr. Shields expressed surprise that 
professors, who had mot heen able 
to recognise the anonymous writ 
tings of President, Roosevelt extend- 
ing over a year, had the audacity to 
fo back into the ages, split up the 
Word of God, and say, “I know 
where it ca from, and I know 
who wrote it.” Truth would not suf- 
fer fy examination, declared the 
pustor, and the Bible would not suf- 
fer by examination as literature, 

Has Inspiration 

Once the first verse of the Bool 
of Exodus had been accepted by 
followers of religion walil iar 
Shields, there would be no diffi- 
culty with what follows “That 
verse bears the stamp of divine in- 
spiration,” he said, ‘and if it has | 
not that inspiration is not worth 
the paper it is written on.”
